A dumping area in North 
Wilmington was brought to the 
attention of the Wilmington 
selectmen Monday night. Chester 
Bruce, chairman of the Con- 
servation Commission, told the 
selectmen that in spite of a court 
order, dumping continues 

The land involved is an old 
gravel pit between Ainsworth 
Road and Route 125, owned by 
Robert Corey. Corey is the owner 
of several firms, including the 
Corey Container Corp. 


Bruce said that the building 
inspector had been told to make 
weekly visits to the site. He said 
that building materials had been 
dumped and covered with dirt 
Bruce said that the materials 
were being hauled out of Boston, 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
said that Corey was not on a list of 
people with permits to haul trash, 
issued by the Board of Health. 

“T think this man has gone long 
enough and far enough,” said 
Bruce, “Me meeting with his 


attorney isn't going to make any 
difference.” 

The selectmen discussed 
possible courses of action - 
bringing Corey before’the board, 
going to court, going to the at- 
torney general's office, or in- 
structing the town counsel to give 
the matter priority attention. 

“I’m not an attorney, but I 
think that if you're in contempt of 
court, there’s an order they can 
put on you in five minutes,” said 
Bruce. 


Local firm low bidder 
on revaluation work 


A Wilmington firm submitted 
the low bid for the job of revaluing 
the tow real estate. McGee 
and McGane submitted a bid of 
$175,000. Two other bids were 
received, one from Cole, Layer & 
Trumble for $219,000, the other 
from Finnegan & Associates for

A special town meeting in 
December had appropriated 
$200,000 for the job, stipulating 
that the work be put out for bids.

Readers of the Town Crier 
might have noticed a new by-line 
on the front page of last week's 
issue. A story on a fire in North 
Wilmington was written by Ron

Since demographics decree the 
retirement of Boutwell and Glen 
Road Schools, I have a suggestion 
to press them right back into 
service for Wilmingtonians. 

‘Their circular shape lends itself 
to conversion to a minimal care 
nursing home facility similar to 
new buildings at MacLean 
Nursing Home in Simsbury, 
Connecticut. The center of the 
hub could have a nursing area for 
first aid and dispensing of all 
daily medications, and a kitchen- 
dining area for preparation of hot 
meals. The periphery could be 
made into individual living 
quarters with easy access to the 
“center”’ as well as outside. The 
residents are elderly and do not 
need a nursing home care but 
should not live alone any longer 

Rental could be low enough to 
allow for fixed incomes but large 
enough to support the recon- 
struction and maintenance. The 
out of the way locations make 
them both ideal for this type of 
unit, and 24 hour occupancy 
would eliminate the glass van 
dalism that is now a problem.

With no apartment buildings in 
Wilmington and a very 1 
number homes on Deming W 
our senior citizens are forced out 
of town when they can no longer 
maintain their big old homes 
alone and that is a sad situation. 
Possibly local bonds could be 
floated to get the project going or 
if Wilmington choses to sell these 
properties I recommend they

has to do to get action in 
Wilmington? Last year on May 9, 
I wrote a letter to Town Manager 
Sterling Morris, the board of 
selectmen, board of water 
commissioners, and the town 
engineer. I got no response, no 
answer, no phone call. | I 
specifitally asked Mr. Morris 
who was responsible to tell me 
who in the town was responsible. 

The matter concerned is the 
brook in back of my house which 
is flooding, and now, with this 
winter rain it is flooding my 
leaching field again and as the 
brook flows directly into the 
North Wilmington wellfield, 
which is the town's only decent 
wellfield, we both are having a 
contamination problem It seems 
that noone cares. This year the 
culverts are frozen solid so no 
water is flowing at all and my 
leaching bed is about to become 
completely covered. Has noone 
any recourse but to take legal 
action. Some years back the 
brook below my place got cleared 
through the action of Mr. Miceli, 
but I don’t believe that’s a correct 
way to operate. That's a personal 
thing. He has enough to do in the 
State House to help our com- 
munity. To be involved in daily 
problems like this just not seem 
right and I hesitate to impose 
upon him again. 

‘Talking about problems, no 
doubt I will get an answer, 
nothing can be done, 2%. Two and 
a half will get | blamed for 
everything now, even people not 
doing their job, Do you know of 
anyone who has thought ahead of 
what to do with the schools being 
closed. What about them being 
made into homes for the elderly 
or day care centers, paid ones for 
working mothers to drop their 
children off 

These places might even give 
jobs to some of the displaced 
teachers, Lease the buildings out 
Offices ete, Has this sort of in- 
come been pictured in, or are we 
s0 shortsighted we'll just board 
them up and let them be van 
dalized. 

Last night I was at a party, a 
birthday party, where the subject 
of 2% came up, and where a 


municipal employee spoke of hows 


he voted for 24%, saying his crew 
had two more men than was 
needed. Another taxpayer spoke 
about how five men were putting 
up a stop sign; two trucks were 
there. I myself, after the last 
snowstorm must have had my 
street plowed six times, by some 
young people in old trucks. Not 
even the same trucks each time. 
Now because I say something 
next year it will probably not get 
plowed at all 

I don’t know whether you 
publish letters like this one, but if 
you want to, you have my per- 
mission. No doubt because I said 
something, those in authority will 
want to drive me out of town, but 
what really is the difference with 
the brook flooding like it is, it will 
drive me out of my home.

The next few articles on crime 
prevention will be directed 
toward the business community. 
‘This week will be the first article 
on armed robbery. 
The period between 1973 and 
showed an alarming increase 
in armed robberies. Bank rob- 
beries were up 90 percent; 
gasoline and service station 
robberies up 36 percent; chain 
store robberies up 20 percent;

Why does the armed robber 
pick 4 particular business to hold 
up? First we must look at the 
business from the robber's view 
and calculate his reasons for. 
selecting his target. Let's look at

Location: Is the business 
located where the robbery will be 
witnessed? 

Lighting: Is the lighting an 
advantage or disadvantage to the 
robber? 

Windows: Are the windows 
clear or blocked by displays and 
or posters? 

Doors: Is the cash register 
located near the door? Do 
displays block the view from the 
register to the door? Can you see 
who comes in the door? 

Register location: Is the cash 
register located at the rear of the 
store where it cannot be seen by a 
passing police officer? Is the 
view of the register blocked by 
displays or partitions? 

Alarm: Is there an alarm on the 
premises? Is the cash area 
equipped with a panic button? 

Safe: Is there a drop safe for 
the employees? Is the safe 
protected by a combination lock? 
Is the safe in a well lighted area” 

Keeping the above check list in 
mind, take time to look over your 
place of business and see if you 
are a potential target. Next week

‘The especially cold days of January 1981 
will obviously affect February food buys, 
says the Massachusetts Department of 
Food and Agriculture. 

Because of the mid-January Florida 
freeze, a reduced supply of usually 
plentiful fresh vegetables such as snap 
beans, sweet corn, eggplant, green pep 
pers, and tomatoes is predicted 

The best vegetable buys for February 
will be carrots, kale, potatoes, onions. 
winter squash, and turnip, Dry beans and

Many people suffer greatly from 
phobias. Many familiar phobias contribute 
daily to the emotional tension within 
countless individuals. Some are fearful to 
leave home spathers fear the shopping 
malls: and.’ mahy become unnerved 
standing in crowds. Dhere are seemingly 
endless phobias — phobias which 
legitimately “do a number” on a lot of 
normal” people Unfortunately, some 
become so upset and troubled they begin to 
doubt their own sanity 
Individuals who are prone to high levels 
of anxiety often focus their anxiety upon 
particular objects or situations. When this 
is done, a phobia usually results. Of 
course, in our daily living routines we all 
share many justified fears and these fears

However. the victim of a phobia becomes 
frightened disproportionately by these 
aspects of existence.

Caffeine is a natural ingredient of 
coffee beans, tea leaves, cola ‘kola) 
nuts, and mate plants. These products 
grow primarily in tropical regions, and 
are the basic ingredients of the world's 
most popular beverages 

Legend credits the discovery of coffee 
to Kaldi, an Arab goatherd (The word 
coffee comes from the Arabic ""gahwa'") 
About 850, he supposedly observed night 
long friskness in goats who had fed on 
berries from the evergreen coffee plant 
Puzzled by these queer antics, he picked 
the berries and made a beverage from 
them. Then this drink gave him a sense 
of exhilaration, and he shared his 
discovery with the world 

Coffee soon became popular, and 
proved to be very helpful for enduring 
Jong religious services. The Muslim 
priests pronounced it intoxicating and 
opposed its use, but coffee drinking 
nevertheless spread rapidly among the 
Arabs. Until the end of the 17th century 
the world’s limited supply of coffee was 
obtained entirely from Yemen in 
Southern Arabia 

Tea was introduced to Europe from 
China in the early 1600's and soon 
became England's favorite hot drink 
‘The American, colonists first preferred 
tea, but switched to coffee after the 
Boston Tea Party, which they had staged 
as a protest against heavy taxes on tea 


‘The effects of Caffeine 

Caffeine is a powerful stimulant that 
acts on the central nervous system. It 
peps you up, gives you a lift, and makes 
you feel more energetic. Many people 
say \they cannot get moving in the 
morning until they have a cup of coffee 
or tea. Then all during the day they 
reinforce this stimulation by drinking 
more coffee, tea or cola drinks. 

When your central nervous system is 
excited by the caffeine you feel fine. But 
as the effects wear off, you get a let-down 
feeling; drowsiness, tiredness, lethargy 


et along 


and fatigue followed by depression. So a 
little more coffee, tea or cola drink is 
necessary to restore your energy. This 
constant cycle of stimulation can be 
disastrous to your health. 

Caffeine 1s also habit-forming, People 
who drink coffee or tea usually say they 
drink it because they like the taste 
However, when these same people are 
given decaffeinated coffee or tea, they do 
not like it. Actually, what they are saying 
is that it does not give them the 
stimulation they are seeking. They have 
become dependent on caffeine without 
realizing it. Often these caffeine 
containing beverages also contain sugar 
or artificial sweeteners which further 
disturb normal body chemistry 

The average cup of coffee contains 100 
to 350 mg. of caffeine; a cup of tea 
contains 60 to 75 mg. In large enough 
amounts, caffeine is lethal to animnals, 
and a fatal human dose would probably 
be 10 grams, roughly the amount found 
in 100 cups of coffee. It’s unlikely that 
anyone would drink that much at one 
time, but there have been many cases in 
which caffiene has been implicated in 
causing or contributing to serious 
diseases 


Caffeine the culprit 

Caffeinism results {rom drinking too 
much ‘coffee or tea. The symptoms, 
according to Dr. John: Greden of the 
University of Michigan Medical Center 
are nervousness, irritability, occasional 
muscle twitching, insomnia, irregular 
heart beat, and increased secretion of 
urine. He says the syndrome is “in 
frequently recognized by physicians ard 
therefore its incidence is not well 
measured 

If a person consumes from 500-600 mg 
per day and shows other symptoms of 
caffeinism, it is a good bet that the user 
has become physiologically dependent

Hospice program begins 


Three local institutions - The Malden 
Hospital, the Dexter House Nursing Care 
Center and the Malden Community Nurses 
Association -- have combined efforts to 
form the Hospice of Middlesex East 
(HOME, Inc.), The culmination of over 
two years of effort by members of the 
organization, HOME, Inc. opened of 
ficially on Monday, February 2, to provide 
special care for terminally ill patients 
located in the areas of Stoneham, Reading, 
North Reading, Burlington, Woburn, 
Winchester and Wilmington, 

‘The term “hospice,” which has served 
since Medieval times to mean a way 
station for weary travelers, has more 
frequently been applied to programs 
which care for the terminally ill. The 
hospice concept departs from the 
technological emphasis of modern day 
medicine and returns to the idea that death 
is the logical conclusion to life and should 
not be bereft of dignity, comfort and 
sensitivity 
e Hospice movement began in Grea 
Britain during the first part of this cen 
tury. Only recently has the concept 
become popular in the U.S. The major 
services provided through a hospice are 
pain control, symptom control, spiritual 
and bereavement counseling and 
emotional support for patients and their 
families. As it has been interpreted on this 


side of the Atlantic, the hospice program's 
services are provided through a home care 
system. The intent here being that in 
dividuals should die in the security and 
comfort of the home. 

There are various reasons, however 
that this practice is not always possible 
For example, a patient may require 
medical treatment that can't be provided 
in the home, or there may be no family 
members at home to provide care. Also, 
there are periods of “respite care" when a 
patient's family needs relief from the 
difficulties of caring for a dying patient 

According to Gerald A. Sohn, Dexter 
House Administrator and an original 
organizer of the program, HOME, Inc. has 
developed alternatives for such cases. 
When a patient is unable to remain at 
home, care will be made available on an 
inpatient basis at the Dexter House 
Nursing Care Center, 120 Main St 
Malden. 

For patients requiring home care or 
acute care, provisions have been arranged 
through contractual agreement with the 
Malden Community Nurses Association 
and The Malden Hospital 

The organization will be staffed by a 
multidisciplinary team, headed by newly 
appointed Executive Director Jay Green 
Mr. Green's experience in the hospice field 
includes a position as director of education 
and training for the Hospice Institution for

In a hospice, such as HOME, Inc., 
trairied volunteers play a large role in 
providing support services, and in visiting 
and counseling patients and their families 
‘The volunteers make themselves available 
to hospice patients on an unlimited basis, 
and are particularly helpful to the family 
after the patient's death (during the period 
of bereavement). Volunteers also provide 
transportation and in-home services, 
perform administrative work and handle 
intake and referrals 

Client eligibility for the program will be 
based on medical diagnosis of the terminal 
condition, and on the area in which the 
patient lives. There are no restrictions 
based on age, sex, race, creed, diagnostic 
category, or ability topay for services

To maximize entertainment 


(First in a series of five articles) 

‘Tax people have this advice: the secret 
to avoid paying extra taxes is good record 
keeping, And their advice is sharpen your 
pencil when you travel, and never leave 
home without one 

A complete record of travel and en. 
tertasnment expenses will help you recall 
deductible costs and properly claim 
deductions, according to the 
Massachusetts Society of CPAs, 

Keeping a diary — a small notebook — in 
your car will help you keep track of 
business travel expenses for gas, tolls, and 
parking. (Remember, too, that records 
need not be written. They can be tape 
recorded. A diary, oral or written, serves 
two purposes, according to CPAs. It's 
proof of expenditure and a reminder of 
what you did during the year, so you will 
not overlook legitimate deductions. 

A case in point: Mary Williams, midwest 
owner of a stationery store, drove daily 
two miles out of her way to a bank to pick 
up change she needed to do business. After 
closing the store, she again drove the two 
miles to deposit her receipts. She.put ten 
cents in the parking meter each time she 
went to the bank. In a single year, these 
short (rips added 1,000 miles to her car, 
cost $78. in gas, and $50, for parking 

This travel is deductible, but without 
detailed records of her mileage, gas, or 
parking meter fees Mary would 
difficulty claiming a deduction on her 
federal income tax return, Had she 
recorded the expenses each day, of at the 
end of each week, instead of all at once at 
the year end, her record would have been 
more credible to the IRS. 

When a car is used solely for business 
purposes, the operating expenses, such as 
repairs, insurance, garage rent, and 
depreciation are deductible. If the car is 
also used for personal use. operating costs 
and depreciation must be divided between 
personal and business use. (Lease 
payments may be deducted to the extent 
that the car is used for business.) If you do 
not compute the actual cost of running 
your car for business use, claim the 
standard mileage rate, which increased 
this year to twenty cents a mile for the first 
15,000 miles and eleven cents a mile for 
additional mileage or for fully depreciated 
ars. If you alternate using more than one 

car for work, you can use the standard 

mileage rate for each car, CPAs say 
Whether you calculate operating ex 
penses and depreciation or use the stan 
dard miteage rate, accurate records are 
essential to support your deduction claims. 
JCPAs suggest that you keep a diary in the

To keep track of your travel and en- 
tertainment expenses, label diary columns

This 
gives you an organization plan touse when 
making your entries, Make one diary entry 
each day for such incidental expenses as 
tips or phone calls, rather than record 
each expense separately 

In addition to your notes, keep receipts 
for all lodging costs while traveling, and 
any other expenses of $25 or more. (If 
receipts for taxi fares are unavailable, a 
diary entry will serve as proof of the ex: 
pense.) File credit card slips and other 
Feceipts in files or envelopes, either by 
category or in chronological order. A 
pocket diary allows you to file the papers 
in the same location as your notations 
about the expense. CPAS suggest that 
when you pay by check, you note the check 
number on the bill or receipt. When your 
cancelled check is returned to you, file it 
with the corresponding bill or receipt. A 
cancelled check by itself won't support a 
business expenditure. 

Deduct domestic business travel ex 
penses such as meals and lodging (both en 
rout id at your destination); air, rail 
and bus fares; the cost of transporting 

mple cases or display materials, and 
cleaning and laundry costs. For each trip, 
record the amount of all expenditures 
dates of departure and return, and your 
destination Also make a note of the 
business benefit derived or expected from 
the travel. 

When you travel outside the country 
deduct all of your travelling expenses if 
the trip is one week or less or you spend 
Jess than one-quarter of the time on non- 
business activities. Should your trip last 
longer than one week and you spend more 
than one-fourth of your time on personal 
activities, you can generally deduct only 
living expenses for business days. For 
example. if you conduct business for 10 
days of your trip to France and spend five 
days visiting friends, you may deduct two- 
thirds of your round-trip air fare. You 
could also claim lodging, meals and 
ground transportation expenses incurred 
during the 10 business days, but no living 
expenses for the other five days. 

‘The portion of expenses incurred by your 
spouse when he or she accompanies you on 
a business trip is not deductible unless

Keeping your cool 


during winter-time 


Cold weather may be invigorating, but it is also a 
killer 

The National Center for Health Statistics reports 
cold weather claimed 652 lives in 1978 (the last year for 
which statistics are available.) However, doctors 
acknowledge this figure is too low, and does not include 
many accidents, illnesses and other physical com: 
plications caused by cold weather, Some experts place 
cold weather's death toll above 25,000 each year 

Many of cold weather's victims could escape its dire 
effects if they would follow some cold weather 
precautions and emergency tips, according to Tom 
Reed, loss control officer for the Kemper Group 

COLD: HOW MUC . 

Individual tolerance to cold depends on many 
jactors. including skin moisture, age, ‘clothing and 
level of activity,” Reed says, “In addition, allergies, 
blood or circulatory disease. fatigue, smoking, alcohol 
and certain medications can weaken your ‘body's 
defenses against cold.” 

Keed advises people to consider both wind velocity 
air Lemperature before venturing outdoors. Wind 
ocity is critical because wind causes heat loss by 
convection, In other words, wind blows away the thin 
layer of air that acts as an insulator between the skin 
and the outside air temperature. 
DTHING 

Reed says cold weather clothing should do three 
things: Keep in body heat, keep out cold air and keep 
‘out moisture Several layers of light clothing more 


effectively provide this protection than a single heavy 
garment because air spaces between layers act as 
insulation 


Your first layer of clothing should be made of 
material which will absorb perspiration, since wet skin 
freezes more rapidly than dry,”* Reed says, adding that 
thermal-type woolen underclothing is often recom: 
mended “Outer clothing should be windproof and 
waterproof, blocking out moisture and gusts which can 
carry heat away from your body." 

Hats, mittens, scarves and heavy socks (preferably 
woolen) are essential to reduce your body's heat loss 
{rom high-sweat areas. Make certain that clothing. 
particularly footwear, is not so tight that circ 
restricted 


HYPOTHERMIA 
“Even ample clothing may not protect you at ex 
tremely low temperatures for long, and your body may 
begin losing heat faster than it produces it.”’ he states. 
This can result in hypothermia, which is a significant 


drop in internal body temperature. 

As the skin's blood vessels constrict to conserve heat. 
hands and feet first tingle, then become numb. If body 
temperature continues to drop, the body attempts to 
produce heat through involuntary shivering. Further 
lemperature drop reduces the brain's efficiency which 
causes speech dexterity. Extremely low internal body 
temperature can ultimately cause collapse and death 

Hypothermia can strike indoors as well as outdoors. 
Many people, typically the elderly, die in their own 
homes because of inadequate heating. In fact, Dr. 
Richard W. Besdine of the Harvard Medical School and 
# consultant for the National Institute on Aging, 
estimates that 25,000 people over the age of 65 dieevery 
year of undiagnosed accidental hypothermia, as it is 
d_ Besdine bases this estimation on British studies 
applied to US, death rates 

Elderly people sucumb to accidental hypothermia 
more often than other age groups because physical 
changes, which often accompany aging, reduce the 
body's ability to regulate its internal temperature and 
to sense the cold, The National Institute on Aging, 
therefore, recommends elderly people keep their 
homes at temperatures of 70 degrees and dress warmly 
both indoors and out. Tragically, many elderly people 
die from cold because they simply cannot afford 
adequate heating. Many cities offer financial 
assistance for home heating, and those in need should 
try calling their local city hall 

FROSTBITE 

Frostbite. on the other hand, is an actual freezing of 
your extrnal body tissue,” Reed explains, "While mild 
frostbite involves only the skin and possibly the tissue 
just beneath it, severe frostbite damages deeper 
lissue, possibly leading to gangrene and loss of the 
affected parts 

He points out that although frostbite usually occurs 


only after long exposure to cold, unprotected skin can 
freeze in less than a minute when exposed to severely 
cold wind. 


Reed cites these frostbite danger signals listed by the 
American Red Cross: (1) Just before frostbite occurs, 
affected skin may appear slightly flushed; (2) As the 
tissue freezes, skin becomes white or grayish-yellow, 
eventually taking on a pale, glossy appearance; ( 
There is little or no pain; and \4) The affected area is 
intensely cold and numb, 

Reed cautions that with severe frostbite, the victim 
may become confused, stagger, fall, lose eyesight and 
Ro into shock. Death, if it occurs, is usually due toheart 
failure 


FIRST AID 
Administer mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, or heart 
massage, to the hypothermia or frostbite victim if he is 
not breathing, Reed advises. Then, move the victim to 
@ warm room as soon as possible and remove wet, 
frozen or constricting clothing and obtain medical help

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Warm up to Winter 


When during the summer’s swelter, we 
dream of winter, it is usually of the brisk, 
refreshing days, cozy nights and gentle 
snowfalls amid twinkling stars. However, 
when the season does dump itself upon us, 
it often excels in extremes — freezing 
rains, whipping winds and sub-zero 
temperatures. While there are some brave 
souls who enjoy the cold and venture out 
into this artic climate, most of us retreat, 
finding refuge under our down quilts. 

If you are among the multitude who 
prefer to stay warm and hibernate, con. 
sider these ‘‘stay-warm’" ideas from the 
Water Quality Association, an 
organization dedicated to improving 
America’s water quality through research 
and education 

One’s first impulse on a bitter cold day is 
to build # roaring fire in the family hearth. 
Sound inviting? It’s not. In most cases a 

¢ will draw more heat out of the house 
than it will produce. This means a chilly, 
drafty home and heating bills sky 
rocketing up the chimney. 

Take a warm bath instead. Not hot, 
warm. Turning the tap to tepid helps to 
keep the body temperature constant which 
is one of the first rules tostaying warm, If 
in addition to soaking, you want todo some 
soaping, you'll get lusher lather and a 


cleaner body with soft water, Hard 
mineral-laden water leaves an invisible 
film on skin, blocking pores, attracting 
and holding dirt and bactgria-causing 
chapping, itching and dryness...none of 
which help to heal winter-ravaged skin, 

With four out of five homes experiencing 
a water hardness problem, it's wise to doa 
bit of hydro-homework. You can start by 
reading “Water: Its Effect on Life's 
Quality", an informative booklet complete 
with test strip for determining the quality 
of the home water supply. To receive a

¢ your draperies wisely. Open them 
during the day allowing the sun’s warmth 
and brightness in; keep them closed at 
night shutting out wind and cold 

Give your heating bills the cold shoulder 
by turning down the thermostat at night 
and using an electric blanket. The blanket, 
which will Keep you just as warm, only 
uses a fraction of the energy needed to 
heat the whole house 
al a well balanced diet. You burn up 
over 4,000 calories daily trying to keep 
your body temperature constant 
Shivering is a result of an exhausted 


calorie supply. Eating properly will also 
build resistance against those mid-winter 
colds and flu 

On those days when fur longjohns don't 
seem the least bit extravagant, shun 
synthetic fabrics and don natural fibers 
instead. They allow the body's heat to 
circulate. Cotton, wool, linen and silk are 
the best bets. 

Feature the layered look whenever 
possible. Two light-weight sweaters are 5 
degrees warmer than one alone. Slacks 
are one degree warmer than skirts and 
long sleeved sweaters have it over short 
sleeved version by as much as 3.7 degrees. 

Although the frigid temperatures make 
one appreciate the "great indoors”, there 
are times when everyone must expose 
themsely to the winds and snow 
Whether headed out to work or just to 
shovel the walk, the experts at the Water 
Quality Association advise to dress 
carefully. Wear loose fitting boots that 
allow the feet to move freely; one pair of 
heavy socks are better than two, ‘two will 
lock “in perspiration that will eventually 
freeze; layer clothing using natural fibers 
first, wool next; mittens instead of gloves; 
and by all means wear a hat that covers 
the head (50 — 80 percent of all body heat 
escapes from an uncovered head)

Since severe swelling develops rapidly after 
thawing. discontinue warming the victim as Soon as 
the affected area becomes flushed 

Once the affected part is warmed, have the vietim 
exercise it 

However, if feet have been frostbitten, do not allow 
the victim to walk 

If fingers or toes are involved, place dry, sterile 
gauze between them to keep them separated. 

Do not apply other dressing unless the victim is tobe

OUTDOOR SURVIVAL TIPS 

Keep moving to better circulate your blood. Walk. 
‘Shake your hands and feet. 

Stay awake. 

Avoid rubbing any body area which may be frost 
bitten. This will further damage already aggravated 
body tissue 

Avoid alcoholic beverages. Alcohol quickens the 
heartbeat of the already overworked organ, allows

“Not worth a plugged nickel” :

Edward Albee's interpretation of 

Viadimir Nabokov's comedic novel 

" now at the Charles Playhouse 

through February 14, picks up where the 

other two adaptations left off. All three 
aren't worth a plugged nickel. 

Despite some impressive per- 
formances by Donald Sutherland, as 
Humbert Humbert, lan Richardson, as 
“A Certain Gentleman" (he is, in fact, 
the author, Albee), and Blanche Baker 
as Lolita, this one doesn't hit the mark. 

‘There are only two ways to approach 
this play, with dislike or with hate. 

“Lolita,”’ as written by Nabokov, is the 
story of a man who has an affection for 
young girls. He meets the “nymphet” of 
his dreams in a dreary little college 
town, marries the mother to get the 
child, and then goes off on a 500 day 
Odyssey with her around the continent 
There is, of course, someone who would 
like to separate the two, and that 
someone is the novelist Clare Quilty 

In its original form, “Lolita” is not 
quite as crude and tacky as Albee would 
make it out to be. But, then again, this ts 
his interpretation, and he can live or die 
with it, Considering the high standards 


some amusing 


expected of a play that is headed for 
Broadway (as this one is), Albee should 
Prepare for an early grave on this one. 

‘There is no light touch with Albee’s 
script. His intérpretation is more like a 
long, sick joke than anything else 

Humbert has had a fetish about little 
girls ever since his childhood 
sweetheart, Annabel, was whisked away 
from him during the only intimate 
moment they had in their short 
relationship. He has since gone through 
life searching for the “nymphet” in the 
little girls he comes across. He looks for 
them in schoolyards, libraries, and other 
places little girls inhabit 

But it is only when he goes to rent a 
room in a small college town that this 
frustrated professor finally finds the 
ideal girl. She is Lolita, daughter of 
Charlotte Haze, an obese widow 

Humbert marries {at Charlotte with 
plans to kill her, in order to be the sole 
legal guardian of the child. Charlotte 
finds out his ulterior motives and gets so 
worked up she dies, That accomplished 
Humbert takes Lolita around the country 
with him, 

They are chased by Quilty, who ap- 
pears as an elderly luggage man, a lady 
social worker, and finally, as a Groucho 
Marx-type doctor.

Blanche Baker is everything a 
nymphet should be, pouty, leggy, and 
seductive. William Mooney, who played 
Quilty for John Heffernan, was not bad,

The performances, on a whole, were 
quite enjoyable; however, the lack of a 
credible script (or at least one that came 
close to telling what Nabokov was trying 
to say in his novel) hurt this play 
severely 

“Lolita” has now had three strikes 
against it, as far as adaptations go, and 
as everyone knows, the last strike is 
always the worst 
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Lolita” is a subtle, funny novel, a work 
of extraordinary craft by one of the cen 
tury's best authors, Viadimir Nabokov 

Lolita” is also the play, adapted from 
Nabokov's book by Edward Albee, that 
recently opened at the Wilbur Theater in 
Boston with much ballyhoo but many 
flaws 

Directed by Frank Dunlop and starring 
Donald Sutherland (last seen on sereen in 

Ordinary People), the play ‘‘Lolita”” is 
inconsistent, trashy, and sometimes just 
outright awful. It does have some nice 
touches, some very amusing moments in 
the first act, and frequently good acting by 
the cast. But overall it needs a lot of work 
if it’s going to be more than an evening 
that yawns itself away 

Lolita’ is about a middle-aged 
European gentleman's love for a thirteen 
year old American girl. What made 
Nabokovs book superior to the potentially 
sordid tale was his restraint and humor 
Although Albee seems to occasionally 
recognize that fact, for the most part, he 
the effect by overdoing the 
language, the scenes, and the charai 
The combination of “Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf” (an Albee play) with

You should try a recliner for fit, just as 
you would a new pair of shoes. It is im 
portant that the chair’s proportions match 
your own size, weight, height, and body 
Therefore, a recliner should 
always be purchased with the person in 
mind who will use it most. If that is a man, 
take him shopping to make sure that the fit 
is as exact as possible Although a few 
companies are now striving to make a 
model that is equally comfortable for both 
men and women, a chair that is high 
enough and deep enough to accomodate a 
6-foot-2 man would not usually be right for 
a petite woman. 

Mr. Blum also suggests that shoppers 
make sure that the back of the knee, in 
both upright and reclining pasitions, meets 
the top seam of the seat cushion, If it 
doesn’t, he says. leg muscles will soon feel 
thestrain 

He also advises that the lower back 
should feel firmly supported by the chair’s 
back cushion, and that the head should 
neither feel thrust forward nor dropped too 
far backward, whether you are sitting 
upright of reclining 

As a final check, when you are sitting 
straight. your feet should be firmly 
planted on the floor, with no need to extend 
the legs far forward. In a recling position, 
feet should rest centered on the raised 
footrest. with knees bent and not flat

Some of the discomfort of hot air heating 
systems can be alleviated by Constant Air

novel houseplant

If you are the proud possessor of a new 
house with a greenhouse, or a spacious old 
house with a sunroom, you can grow tubs 
of trees 

Dwarf fruit trees produce beautiful 
foliage and add luxury to spacious rooms. 

Available through mail-order seed and 
nursery houses and in the novelty section 
of garden centers, these beauties grow 
{rom two to six feet tall, depending on the 
variety, They will produce fruit under the 
right conditions. However, if you envision 
picking bushels of full-size fruit, forget the 
dwarf indoor varieties and turn your ef 
forts toward the outdoor orchard. 

If you like large tub-size plants and 
enjoy watching the fruit grow and ripen, 
dwarf fruit trees are for you. 

Many of these fruits will be small but 
they are very tasty. Indoor fruit trees do 
better if they can be moved outdoors after 
all danger of frost is past in the spring and 
returned to their indoor spot in the fall 
before frost. A deck or porch that is 
somewhat protected from the wind makes 

n ideal spot for the (ruit trees to spendthe 
summer 

The potted trees enhance the outdoor 
living area and it is easy to water them 
regularly with the garden hose. 

Dwarf fruit trees may produce fruit as 
early as six months after planting the 
started stock. Fruit trees grown from 
seeds you save from ripened fruit take up 
0 10 years to produce fruit and may never 
bear fruit. The varieties of fruit you buy at 
the supermarket are produced on special 
trees that do not readily adapt to indoor 
culture They are products of a huge 
commercial outdoor orchard 

Interesting foliage may be produced by 
planting seeds from fruit but it is unlikely 
there will be blossoms or fruit 

A green thumb is not necessary to grow 
indoor dwarf trees. Any good garden loam 
or potting soil will suffice if you place 
plenty of gravel or broken crockery in the 
bottom of the tub before planting the tree. 
Three inches of drainage material in a tub 
is not too much. Any good houseplant 
fertilizer, used ing to directions, 
will enhance the prospects of abundant 
fruit 

Dwarf fruit trees can be shaped and 
pruned much as the larger outdoor 
varieti 

Sun is essential to {lowering and fruiting 
trees. A south exposure will produce more 
fruit. However, if it is foliage you desire 
and don't care about the jewellike fruit, a 
north window will produce abundant 
foliage on most dwarf trees 

Almost any of the tropical fruit trees 
now are ailable in a dwarf indoor 
variety suitable for tub growing. These 


add excitement to indoor gardens and 
luxurious air to any room. The fruits are 
delicious treats for children. Caring for 
them is as simple as trying to simul

Ponderosa-type everbearing dwarf 
lemon trees bear extraordinarily beautiful 
glossy-green foliage and white flowers that 
are shaded purplish on the outside. The 
lemons are large, round, and very mild 
flavored. The fruit has excellent keeping 
quality and can be used in any way that 
commercially grown lemons re used. 

The ponderosalype lemon grows only 
two feet tall despite the fact that some of 
the fruit may reach a pound or two in 
weight. This is one of the easiest of the 
dwarf fruits to grow and the most certain 
to produce satisfactory fruits. All it asks is 
a weekly watering making the soil wet 
Allow the top of the soil to become dry to 
the touch before you water itagain 

The broken crockery or gravel at the 
bottom of the tub will hold ample water to 
{ced the plant for a week 

Dwarf orange is very decorative when 
the fruits are ripening. The oranges are 
small but very tangy and tasty. They can 
be eaten or pickled like kumquats 

‘The most popular orange for indoor 
culture is known as the Otaheite Orange 
This tree also grows about two feet tall and 
produces many of the small fruits in return 
for very ordinary care. A weekly watering 
and a’ few applications of houseplant 
fertilizer result ina vigorous plant that is a 
conversation piece 

Figs that are as large as plums grow 
sweet and succulent in indoor tubs The 
grayish-green foliage is less spectacular 
than that of citrus fruits but the figs ar 
more of a novelty. The fruits will develop 
in summer when the pot is set outdoors, 

In late summer the dwarf fig should be 
moved indoors to allow the fruits to ripen 

Fig trees grow to three or four feet in 
indoor tubs. Figs do not like wet fer 
adequate drainage should be a 
priority when you pot the plant 

You can even grow bananas in your 
living room, The bananas you produce will 
be bonafide bananas of a smaller size The 
banana tree in its natural state is very tall, 
The dwarf variety reaches 5 or 6 feet and 
takes 2 or 3 years to mature to fruit 
bearing age 

Its requirements are the same as for 
other exotic fruits. It is imperative thal the 
banana tree is kept indoors in winter since 
it is not as hardy as the citrus fruits which 
may withstand some cold 

Bananas are easily broken off by high 
winds so if you allow it to summer over on 
the deck or in the garden, be sure it enjoys 
protection from high winds.
